Plans Made at Meeting for Estab- 
, lishment of Kensington 
Park School 


RESIDENTS FAVORING MOVE 


Approximately 100 Pupils In 
District, W. T. Helms 
Reports 


Plang are now under way for the 
establishment of an elementary school 


in Kensington Park, by August, 1925, 
it was announced by the grammar 
school board of education last night. 
The location for the public school is 
between the Berkeley country c1upd 
and the Thousand Oaks. x 

‘While Kensington Part, it - was 
pointed out, is geographically, socially 
and politically a part of Berkeley, it 
is on this side of the cdunty tine, 
in the Richmond school district. Su- 
perintendent W. T. Helms afid J. O. 
Ford, members of the board of educa- 
tion, consulted with the people of 
the locality, and said the residents 
there were desirous of having an 
elementary, school as the children at 
the present time must travel a con- 
siderable distance to attend Berkeley 
schools. Approximately 100 children 
would attend such a school, Helms 
said. 

A Kensington Park committee is 

now engaged in choosing a site, and 
it will meet with the Richmond gram 
Mar school board to decide on such 
a school in the near future. A seven- 
acre site, which could be acquired, 
is now being considered. ‘ 
The prcposed Kensington school, a 
school for East Richmond, also under 
contemplation. and additions to 
Peres and Fairmont will probably re- 
quire a small bond issue, 

It was decided by the board last 
night upon recommendation of Su- 
perintendent Helms to discontinue the 
school at ‘Winehaven because of a 
decided decrease in attendance. The 
decrease in attendance is attributed 
to the prohibition law. 

The board ordered that bids adver- 
tised for in connection with the ren- 
sovation of the Washington school, 
the old school building at Nystrom 
and parts of the Lincoln school.

attorney, who backed by the presence 
of a score of El Cerrito residents, ap- 
peared before the board last night 
and characterized its action as “un- 
fair and a step backward.” 

The action of the board last night 


-precipitated the remark from Stark 


that “El Cerrito must run its own 
schools or she will never get what 
she wants.” 

“I am going to do what I can to 
separate El Cerrito’s: school system 
from the Richmond. district,” Stark 
told the board. ‘We, the residents of 
El Cerrito, would Hke to co-operate 
with thfs board, but we cannot do 
so, as this action is plainly not. pro- 
gressilve, but a step backward.” 

Superintendent W. T. Helms ex- 
plained that the step was taken for 
the best interests of the Bl Cerrito 
school children, declaring that the 
children will receive much better edu- 
cational advantages by attending the 
eighth grade of the Roosevelt school 
than ther would at the Fairmont 
school. The transfer was deemed 
necessary die to the overcrowded con- 
dition of the airmont school, as the 
continuance o: the eighth grade there 
would necessitate the construction of 
addition, to the building, and the 
appointment of another teacher. 

“Personalities do not enter into this 
question at all,” Helms said. We are 
bringing the children to the eighth 
grade here for better education, and 
that is absolutely all that -is behind 
the move. We have been fair and 
impartial in conducting the affairs of 
the El Cerrito schools, and they have 
not been denied privileges that the 
other schools of the district receive. 
Furthermore we are not asking £) 
Cerrito schoo! children to do anything 
more than the ap sien at other 
points do. 4

“My Béar Te “Having heard a 
ek deal of adverse criticism 
concertiing - the “play “Three 
Weeks,” which hag been running 
for two days at _the California 
Theatre of this city, I took the 
trouble to personally investigate 
the matter by attending the show. 
I went into the theatre with my 
mind made up to see the good 
side of the picture—if there were 
any—but I failed to find anything 
whatsoever in the picture that Is 
of the least value to man, woman, 
or child. On the other hand, I 
‘was most profoundly ifnpressed 
with the absolute glorification 
of “free love” and the diefication 
of lust in its most hienous form. 
It. ig true the author makes a 
weak attempt at teaching a moral, 
but even this is ruined by having 
the woman in the case die a 
glorious and exultant death, while 
the hero has the satisfaction of 
seeing his illigitimate child 
crowned king of a nation amid 
great splendor! 

The picture, from beginning to 
end is designed for no other pur- 
pose than to weaken and feed the 
desire of lust and animal passion 
in mankind. Pictures of this type 
are a ménace to society and are 
particularly harmful to our young 
men and women. There ig no ex- 
cuse to be found for the showing | 
of such pictures to decent society. 
It is high time that the thinking 
people of our city and state de- 
mand that the present censor 
board keep such pictures out of 

circulation or else resign in fa- 
vor of those who will faithfully 
perform the duty which is intrust- 
ed to them.

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CONGRESS TURNS ON ITS CRITICS 

The public and the press have been telling the plain truth 
to Congress about its worthlessness. The testimony does not need 
to be repeated. Every item is familiar to every citizen of the! 
United States. Yet the whole story of the reason for.-failure of 
Congress is not told when the truth about the legislative ;inepti- 
tude: of representatives and senators is told. That’ truth requires 
to be complemented with other truth. This is that in the last 
analysis, the people, ourselves are responsible fo athe nature and‘ 
the performance of Congress. . 

The reason is simplicity itself. It is that the sauna each 
of us individually... not merely all of us collectively, are the:.mak- 
ers of our Congress; If we take due interest in our duties as ci- 
tizens) we make it our business to try to obtain good men for 
nomination to Congress and. to send them there when nominated. 
If. we take no interest or only perfunctory interest in those duties, 
we let the matter of congressional nominations for good men take 
care of itself, in effect saying: “Let George do it.” The result 
is that George does it, and, as George generally is the least likely 
kind of fellow to desire good men for Congress, he bestows the 
congressional nominations upon undesirable men. 

The Literary Digest of May 10 and June 7 contains compre- 
hensive articles that présent: both sides of the truth in régard to 
Congress. -The first. article consists of an arraignment of Con- 
gress by the people. The seond consists of the rebuttal by Con-

Rep- 
resentative Fréar of Wisconsin assumes: that ““senators and rep- 
regentatives are po different from =, other.anen chosen from 
the ranks of the people.”
